HAS MADE A CLEAN CONFESSION.

Tho Llttlo Hoy Shuddered When He

Told His Story.

Identification of the Guilty One De-

termined by Tcll-Tal- o Scars
on His Face. -

Associated Press Dispatches.

Ghekmwicii, Conn., Fob. 10. Charles
E. Waterbury, whonbducted his cousin,
little Ward Waterbury, on
Monday, and confined him for two days
in his house nt East Stanwich, Conn.,
was arrested at 10 o'clock last night by
Deputy Sheriff" John E. Solleck.

Tho prisoner is said to have made a
confession, but tho constables will not
admit this. Wnterbury was informed
that McCann and Sutherland, his con-

federates in tho kidnaping scheme, had
been nrrosted nnd tnado confessions.
This dejected him greatly and he spent
u very restless night in tho locKiip.

At 12 o'clock today tho three prison-

ers, Wnterbury, Sutherland and Mc
Cann, were arraigned beforo lloyt. The
court-roo- was crowded. District At-

torney Walsh conducted tho prosecu-
tion.

After several witnesses had been ex
nmlned, little Ward Wnterbury was put
on tlio stand. Tlio llttlo uoy shuddered
ns ho related tho story of how ho was
stolon. McCann wub manifestly ner-
vous whilo little Wjwd wan on the stand.

Nothing could,,iako tho boy's testi-
mony, lie toM his story in a straight-
forward manner and adhered to tho
facts.

McCann's recital horrified tlio spec-
tators, and oven Judgo lloyt was
moved. Charles E. Watcrburv's al-

leged plan to murder hid cousin Ward
in cola blood, provided tho $0,000 was
not paid, caused a cold shiver to run
through tho court room.

Mrs. Wnterbury hugged Ward tightly
by her side anil Ward's father looked
ugly. If Charles E. Wnterbury had en-

tered tho court room just then tho peo-pl- o

present might have forgotten that
they wero in n court of justice.

Beforo McCnun's examination was
concluded littlo Ward Wnterbury posi-
tively idontilicd him ns ono of the men
who kidnnped him. Tho littlo fellow
had been wntehlm: McCann steadfastly
whilo McCann sought to present only
tils full faco to the child, but occasion-al- y

he forgot himself and turned his
hoad. Finally Ward exclaimed.
"That's tho man. That's the man."

Judgo lloyt questioned Ward and
Ward said ho recognized McCann by
marks on his faco and side of his head.
That settled it for McCann. Tho feel
ing in tho court room hud subsided by
tho tlmo Wnterbury came In. Water-bur-y

rcfusod to plead.
Sutherland asked time to procuro

counsel. Judge lloyt granted this nnd
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set down his hearing for Saturday
morning.

Charles E. Waterbury nnd McCann
were both bound over to tho supremo
court which sits at Brideeport, Feb. 10.
They wero remanded to jail in default
of $5,000 bonds each.

IT'S DBGIDEDAT LiST.

End of a Hard Fought Law Suit in
Kaunas.

JOSEPH MUSI' GO TO PRISON.

Gustav Werner Wus Found Dead
on tlio Floor.

Tho Evidence Was All Against Spend- -

lovo Who Will Now Suffer
tlio Penalty.

Topiska, Kan., Fob. 10. Tho supremo
court yesterday afternoon denied a re-

hearing in the case of Joseph Spondlovo,
convicted in tho lower court of murder
and aontonccd to fifteen years imprison-
ment. Tho decision brought to an end
ono of tho hardest fought criminal cases
in tho history of tho state.

On tho night of March 29, 1888, pistol
shots wero heard in a room nt 710 Kan
sas avenue. Passersby broko into tho
liousu nnd found Gustav Werner dead
on tho Moor with n bullet holo through
his head and Spondlovo weak from loss
of blood which flowed from a wound in
his neck. Spondlovo was nrrested for
tho murder as soon as it wns thought he
would recover, which wns tlio following
October. At tho trial it was developed
that tho two men had quarreled over
tho payment of rent. Spendlove plead-
ed e, nnd as ho and Werner
wero tho only occupants of tho house,
tho evidence against him was purelv
circumstantial. Ho was found guilty
and sentonced to twenty-on- o years in
tlio penitentiary. Tho raso was ap-
pealed to tho supremo court on a writ
of error and a now trial ordered. At
tho second trial Spondlovo wns found
guilty of man slaughter in tho first o

nnd sentenced to fifteen years in
the penitentiary.

Spendlovo is employed at the Santa
Fe shops and has been nut on $10,000
bail. His wifo is a cousin of Senator
Voorheos of Indiana, nnd it was thought
at ono timo that Voorhees would do-fe-

him.
Spcndlove's faithful wifo has never

deecrtcd him for n moment. Sho sat
through both trials and listened to
every scrap of evidenco and watched
with interest every detail of tho trial.
Sho has never lost heart and never wa-
vered in tlio belief that ho is innocent
of the crimo with which ho is charged.

Charles Curtis, ono of his attorncvB.
said yesterday that tlio case was settled
so far as tho courts aro concerned.
There is nothing moro to do nnd an at
tempt will bo mado to seeuro n pardon.

HAS NOT A1VAKKNKI).

Peculiar Condition of an Iniimto of mi
Asylum for tint Iiih.iuk In tho Htiiln of
Iiiilltiim.

I.ndia.nai'olih, Ind., Feb. 10. A most
remarkable- - caso of a long sleep exists
hero in tlii. xtato insano asylum. Sho
was seen today, and the authorities say
sho has been Bleeping for a year and a
half. Her cmaculatcd hands were
folded in her lap and her faco had the
deatll-lik- o pallor of a corpse, which was
heightened by her straight, black hair,
brushed straight back from her fore-

head. Her eyes wero closed, nnd only
tho regular heavingof hor breast indi-
cated that she was alive. Her namo is
Pendergrast, and sho has been nn in-

mate of tlio asylum for a number of
years.

About a year and a half ago she
showed Bigns of a drowsiness, from
which she soon settled into n sound
sleep, nnd It was impossible to awaken
her. Her eyelids can bo opened by
forco, when her big, black oyes stare
into spaco witli no gleam of intelligence
in them, nnd n sound rap on the head
or tho keen point of a pin mako no im-
pression whatever. Milk is her only
food, of which sho is given about three
quarts daily by means of n rubber tube
in her noso.

Tho sleeper sits in a rocking-chai- r in
one of the corridors during tlio dnv. ns
oblivious of her surroundings as though
in her allotted six feot of earth, nnd nt
nights she is enrned to tier bed near
by. Tho doctors cannot explain the
case.

BUCKEYE HAS A BIG SCANDAL.

Allegations Against the Fair Name
of a Lady.

Judge Baxter Has Referred the Con- -

test ants to the District Court
For a Settlement.

Trustee Collins, of tlio Buckeye
school district, has a very largo elephant
on his hands and tlio indications are
that beforo the season of strife now on
is nt an end ho will havo a whole
menngerio and a great big stand of bills
to manage.

Tho causo of all of Mr. Collins' tur
moil lies in the activity he is displaying
in his efforts to have Miss M. L.Twincn
removed as piloter of tho "larnin" of
tho young and growing juvenile
populaco of the pretentious and boom
ing agricultural districts of Buckeye.

Somo days ago The Rkpuiilican ex
clusively announced tiiat Miss Twinon
had appeared before County Superin-
tendent of Public Schools Baxter to
enter a mild but vigorous protest against
being debarred as teacher, and sho pre-
sented a wholo bundlo of recommenda-
tions from her pupils regardingher abil-
ities as a tutor and her standing in the
social whirl ot Buckeye.

Upon this occasion Mr. Collins was
present, and tho documents referred to
were spread upon tho table of Mr. Bax-
ter us speakablo proofs of how Miss
Twinon stood with her young charges.
Mr. Baxter after carelully examining
tho recommendations asked Mr. Collins
if ho had anything more to say relative
to his charges of incompetency against
tho teacher. Tho trusteo replied that
ho had not, and the superintendent
then told the lady to go back to her
school and continue to stuff her pupils
chocked full of education.

But it now transpires that Mr. Col-
lins is hard of hearing, and he failed to
catch on to the substance of tho alto voic-
ed interrogations of tho superintendent
until ho got out into tho nir and heard
them repeated to him by n man with a
foghorn voice. Lcarnig from tho strong,
boiler plate lunged individual the im-

port of the superintendent's decision it
13 claimed that tho procuration sud-
denly broko out on the features of Mr.
Collins in n degree similar to that vis-
ible on an ice cream freezer on a hot day
in July and ho began to talk so loud that
ho could actually hear himself. He
cried vengeance through his clenched
molars, and made n mental affidavit
that if Mr. Baxter ever aspired to an-
other political job he would have to be
a candidate on a ticket nominated in
latitude North Pole, if ho ex-
pected to bo successful and ercape the
deathly political influence of Mr. Col-
lins, trusteo of Buckeyo school district,
which is in Maricopa county, territory
of Arizona.

From all accounts Mr. Collins was only
refrained from jumping up tho stnirs
two stops nt a time to roast Mr. Baxter
by beine told that that gentleman had
been called away to get a hair cut. Mr.
Collins therefore put his wrath that
waxed warm on ico, nnd went back to
Buckeye. As custodian of the strong
key that unlocks tho door to tho templo
ofknowledgo ho positively and firmly
refused Miss Tivinen admission. He
told her tliat he had run a blue pencil
through her name as it appeared on the
pay roll of tho district, ami that if she
had any extreme yearning, that
she could not restrain, to educate the
young sho might perambulate amoni;
tho forests and enlighten the natives
thereof how to becomo proficient in the
compounding of interest.

MiBS Twincn naturally grow indig-
nant after being told by tho superinten-
dent that she wns entitled to her job ns
teacher of tho school, and becamo ex-
asperated over tho continued interfer-
ence and persecution of Mr. Collins.
Tho latter, however, stood firm, and
when Miss Twinen again demanded the
keys to tho school house, sho had forced
in hoi face charges that made her blush
a brighter carmine than Chinamen arc
wont to put on n town when they cele-
brate their New Year. The charges
were to tho effect that it had been dis-
covered that Slies Twinen was not ns
pure ns Coir's wife, and with such an
approach perching on her fair name,
bIio could not hope to bo tolerated as r.
guidcr of the moral and intellectual
wolfaro of the young of tho Buckeye dis-
trict. Divers persons wero named
as being cognizant of Miss Twinen's
misdoings, and armed with these char-
ges Mr. Collins ngain appeared before
Mr. Baxter yesterday nnd formnliy pre-
sented the evil allegations ngninst tlio
lady. Miss Twincn was nlso onhand to
deny them--.

After hearing tho respectivo stories of
tho interested parties, Mr. Baxter

that the proper place for them to
settle theii differences was in tho district
court. Lawyers havo been letained,
nnd from now on a lively campaign may
bo looked forward to.

CANA ir.KIE l'LANT.

Seed From Arizona's (Sronth AV111 lie
Son it In California.

Parties were out yesterdny gathering
seed from the cann igro plant which
they intend shipping to California
where it will be eowii with a view of
raising it for tanning leather. Tho root
of this plant, commonly called the
tanning plant, has been used in
Venusuela for many years instead of
bark and contains '10 per cent moro
properties fortanning purposes than tho
best oak bark. The cana fgre is found
in great abundance nlong tho streams
and in tho lowlands of this valley whilo
in Vcncsuela it is confined solely to the
mountain districts. This plant is also
found in several localities in the south-
ern part of this territory along tho lino
of the Southern Pacific railroad and
several carloads aro shipped eacli year
to Houston, Texas, nnd arious other
points throughout tho East.

Tho quantity of this plant in the im-
mediate vicinity is sufficient to supply a
tannery for many yenrs and tho cost' of
digging it is much less than tho price of
bark in tho East.
